On July 13, 1989, Dr. Abdul Rahman GHASSEMLOU, secretary general of 
Kurdistan Democratic Party of Iran, and two other prominent Kurds, Abdullah GHA- 
DERI-AZAR and Dr. Fadhel RASSOUL, were assassinated in Vienna by official emis- 
saries from the Islamic Republic of Iran. They were assassinated during negotiations 
destined toward a peaceful settlement to the Kurdish question in Iran. 


A year later, the Austrian government has neither revealed the truth nor put into 
action all the means available to a democratic state so that justice might be done without
